CALVIN COOLIDGE JR., 
SUCCUMBS TO POISONING 


Youth Displays Bravery 
As Disease Which 
Racks Body With 
Pain, Saps All 
Strength. 


Toddling onto the Lincoln Highway, 
Ruel P. Settle, 3, was fatally injured I 
near Seven Stars, Monday afternoon, 
when he was struck by an automobile 
driven by Dr. Moses Baker, of P itts­ 
burgh. 
The accident occurred a t 3:15 in 
front of the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Settle, near 
Seven 
Stars, 
grandparents of the 
child. 
Death 
followed two hours later a t the W ar­ 
ner Hospital, where the lad was taken 
shortly before 5 o’clock. 
Private Frutchie, of the State po­ 
lice, and John P. Butt, Jr., district a t­ 
torney, this morning investigated the 
accident at the request of Dr. Edgar 
A. Miller, county coroner. 
The lat­ 
ter announced that he would decide 
whether or not to hold an inquest 
after tile investigators reported 
to 
him. 
Version of Story 
According to a version of the acci­ 
dent as told by a member of the Settle 
family, Mrs. Settle, the boy’s grand­ 
mother, had crossed the Lincoln High­ 
way in front of her home, warning J 
the lad not to follow her. 
Unknown to her, the little boy tod­ 
dled after, walking directly into the 
path of the car of Dr. -Baker, who, 
wiht his wife and her sister, Miss 
lyattie Cashman, New Oxford, was on 
his way from Pittsburgh to New Ox­ 
ford. 
Although there were no 
eyewit­ 
nesses to the accident, it is said Dr. 
Baker made every effort possible to 
avoid running down the child, and 
th at in trying to avoid striking the 
lad drove his car off the highway and 
into a telephone pole, Mrs. Baker, who 
before her m arriage was Miss Nita 
('ashm an, of New Oxford, was cut and 
bruised in the crash of the car and 
the telephone pole. 
Taken to Hospital. 
The fatally injured child was car­ 
ried into the home of its grandparents 
and later was brought to the W arner 
Hospital where medical attention was 
a<fcministered in an effort to save the 
child’s life. 
The child’s injuries consisted of ab­ 
rasions and contusions about the face 
and body, the immediate cause of 
death being internal injuries. 
Ac­ 
cording to Dr. Muller one 
of 
the 
wheels of Dr. Baker’s machine passed 
over the child’s body. 
The boy was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Clifford J. Settle, of near Seven 
Stars, and in company with his two 
brothers, was spending the day at the 
home of his grandparents, near Seven 
Stars. 
The child was said to have been 
very fond of his grandm other and fol­ 
lowed here about wherever she went. 
Although warned not to follow her 
across the Lincoln Highway, the child 
proceeded and was run down. 
Renders Assistance 
Dr. Baker, rendered all the assist­ 
ance possible after the accident, later 
proceeding on to New Oxford in his 
car which was able to run under its 
own power. 
The youngster is survived by his 
parents and two brothers, Stanley C. 
and Claire Y., and by his grandpar­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. William Settle and 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Jere Plank, of near 
G ettysburg. 
Funeral services will be held from 
the home of his parents Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock, conducted by 
tile Rev. George Ely.

and 
fortitude for five days against a dis­ 
ease which hail racked his boily with 
pain and snapped the reserve strength 
of his frail constitution. 
President and Mrs. Coolidge, who 
had maintained constant vigil at the 
hospital, were at his bedside, hope­ 
ful and cheering and comforting their 
son to the last. 
Fourth Sinking Spell Fatal 
A sinking spell, the fourth he had 
suffered in 24 hours, brought death. 
Notwithstanding the use of oxygen 
and other restoratives, the courage 
which had withstood crisis after crisis 
and had beaten death off repeatedly 
was unable tom t*et the final attack. 
The collapse began at 6:30 o’clock and

days of his illness. 
System Unable To Meet Issue 
The natural strength of a boy of 
16, however, which was counted on as 
the most powerful resisting force to 
the creeping poison, was unable to 
meet the issue, and, 
after 
having 
fought a brave, but always 
losing 
fight, he succumbed. 
One of the final complications and 
the one which the physicians were un­ 
able to meet was the form ation of gas 
on the stomach. 
The 
organ 
was 
washed out repeatedly in an effort to 
put it in condition to retain nourish­ 
ment, but the effort was unsuccessful.

Civil and criminal action against B. 
Levin, 631 H err street, Harrisburg, 
will be taken today as a result of a 
collision between Levin’s machine ami 
that of Joseph U. Appier, York street 
justice of the peace, at Two Taverns, 
Monday evening at 6:30 o’clock, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Appier this morning. 
Mr. Appier said he proposed to in­ 
stitute civil proceedings against Levin 
to recover for damage done his car 
and injuries to his 
wife 
and 
two 
daughters, and that he contemplated 
laying 
criminal 
charges, 
including 
that of reckless driving, against the 
H arrisburg man. 
According to Mr. Appier’s version 
of the accident, he was driving in the 
direction of Littlestown at about 20 
miles an hour. 
His wife and their 
two daughters were in the touring car 
with him. 
Drove Off Road 
Mr. Apler said he first saw the Herr 
car when it was about a hundred 
yards away, traveling in the direction 
of Gettysburg. 
As the two machines 
approached Mr. Appier said he no­ 
ticed th at H err’s car was being driven 
diagonally across the road. 
Mrs. 
Appier saw the pending crash and told 
her husband to drive to the side of 
the road. 
Mr. Appier said he drove his m a­ 
chine entirely off the hard road, but 
was unable to get out of the path of 
the oncoming, car because of a tele­ 
phone pole. 
H-err’s machine, he said, 
was running at the rate of about 35 
miles an hour. 
In the crash which followed, the 
H arrisburger’s machine stripped the 
left side of Appier’s car. 
H err’s car 
was also badly damaged in the crash. 
Both machines had to be towed to 
Gettysburg. 
Women Are Injured 
Mrs. Appier and one of her daugh­ 
ters were thrown out of the car and 
suffered minor cuts and bruises. 
No 
one in H err's car suffered injuries. 
A fter the crash, Mr. Appier said 
he asked H err what he was doing on 
the left side of the road. 
H err re­ 
plied that he must have been asleep, 
according to Mr. Appier. 
H err had 
his car covered with liability insur­ 
ance, it is said. 
Mr. H err and persons in the car 
with him proceeded on to H arrisburg 
Munday evening. 
It was impossible 
to reach him today to secure his ver­ 
sion of the accident.

“Members of the national guard are 
not being trained for a war of ag­ 
grandizem ent or an offensive strug­ 
gle, but for the purpose of having 
trained men and sufficient equipment 
and munitions so that if war should 
come it could be waged intelligently 
and successfully.” 
So declared A djutant General Frank 
D. Beary, head of Pennsylvania’s na­ 
tional guard forces at a m eeting of 
the Lions club at the Hotel G ettys­ 
burg, Monday evening, a t which Ro- 
tarians were guests. 
The history, growth and past and 
present organization of the Pennsyl­ 
vania national guards were outlined 
by General Beary in the course of his 
interesting and instructive talk to the 
combined 
meeting 
of 
G ettysburg’s 
civic clubs. 
Toward the close of his address, 
General Beary said the motor repair 
unit of the guard, now located at H ar­ 
risburg and commanded by Lieutenant 
Howard Armor, of Gettysburg, could 
not be transferred to G ettysburg a t 
this tim e because of the proximity of 
the date of the annual encampment 
of the national guards 
at 
Mount 
Gretna. 
Appeals For Cooperation 
“But,” the General continued, “at 
the close of the encampment this year, 
I would like to see the businessmen of 
G ettysburg ‘father’ the motor repair 
unit and help Lieutenant Armor in 
this necessary work.” 
General Beary 
explained th at there were some 480 
pieces of motorized equipment in the 
national guards of the state which 
from tim e to time required repair 
service. 
Before 1875 the speaker said the 
state m ilitia had more generals and 
other officers than privates and th a t 
the railroad riots of 1877 showed the 
need of a reorganization of the state 
guard. 
To Governor H artranft was 
given credit by General Beary for re­ 
organization the guards. 
In 1916, General Beary asserted, the 
national guard in Pennsylvania was 
one of the best m ilitary organizations 
in the country, but was entirely a 
state affair with no Federal statu s. 
In 1908 efforts were made to secure 
Federal aid, but no headway in this 
direction was made until 1916 with the 
passage of the national defense act, 
the speaker continued.

An explosion of dynam ite of un­ 
known origin, in front of the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. (ieorgc ^<>greY;“c^G of- 
feytown, York county, a t 2 o’clock 
Saturday morning, resulted in serious 
damage to the 
dwelling, 
and 
the

LAW ILLEGAL 


Measure Under Which Sheriff 
Shealer Defeated Morrison 
Declared Unconstitutional. 


SUPREME 
COURT 
RULES 


(By Associated Presa.) 
Philadelphia, July 8.—The State 
supreme 
court 
today 
unanimously 
declared 
unconstitutional 
the 
$35,- 
000,000 soldier bonus amendment to 
the Pennsylvania state constitution. 
The court came to its opinion on the 
ground th at the constitution cannot 
be amended oftener than once in 5 
years. 
Under this ruling 1928 would 
he the next date at which an amend­ 
ment could be legally be offered. 
The court also declared the absent 
voters amendment to the constitution 
unconstitutional 
as 
violating 
the 
secrecy of the ballot and the place of 
voting prescribed by the constitution. 


Charles S. Duncan, Esq., attorney 
for G. D. Morrison, Straban town­ 
ship, contender for the position of 
sheriff, and who lost out in last No­ 
vember’s general election as a result 
of the votes cast by mail, whim noti­ 
fied this afternoon of the State su­ 
preme court’s action, declared he was 
not ready to make a statem ent. 
Asked if he T^ould continue to press 
the petition of Morrison now before 
Judge D. P. 
McPherson, 
Attorney 
Duncan said he would have no state­ 
ment to make until after he consult­ 
ed his client. He said he also wanted 
time to go into the court’s decision 
more fully. 
The opinion of the court on the 
absent voters ballot m atter was ren­ 
dered in the appeal of a Ijm caster 
councilman, who lost election as a 
result of the ballots oast by mail. 
J. Donald Swope, Esq., attorney 
for Sheriff John C. Shealer, who took 
office after the first of this year, 
when informed of the decision of the 
supreme court, stated th at the con­ 
test of Morrison 
was not properly
